From  the  decka  of  the  giant  war- 
ahip Repulae.  whose  gray  bulk  well 
nigh  dwarfed  tbe  laland.  tb<  Prince 
came  aahore  In  the  morning,  and  waa 
received  by  tbo  antir*  atanding  army 
of  8L  Holona.  ooaolatina  of  fetmoen 
mon,  wbom  |ie  reviewed  with  tha 
agpia  aarloua  punctlllouaneoo  wh^h 
he  wouM  have  shown  for  a-dliMrrtaan 
of  as  many  thousands.

^waa   attended    by   the   entire  police 
force  of  the  laland,  enailgtlaa  of  Ave 
meif.

Orlm 
old  cannott  scowled  down  at  us 
through  the  treea  aa  wo  crooaod  tho 
ancient  drawbrldKa.  lata  tba  ^aaaalBt 
High  atroot,  wblla  far  abooo  ao  tbo 
ateop  rooky  Mopaa  4owarod  over  the 
town  on  either  aide,  one  of  them 
bearing  tho  famous  J.icob'H  ladder" 
on  Its  face.  The  "ladder"  ia  a  con- 
crete stairway  of  nearly  a  thousand 
atepe  which  scales  the  cliff.  It  la  a 
ahow-plaee  for  the  nimble  children 
of  the  •  town.  For  a  fow  eeppora  a 
native  t>oy  will  llo  aaraaa  tbo  Iron 
ralllngo,  bin  foot  on  one  railing  and 
hia  nook  on  tbo  etbor,  and.  wrapping 
hia  anno'lpoooly  around  tbo  railing  at 
hia  head,  coaot  down  t)ie  entire  dla> 
tance  In  a  matter  of  a  few  seconds.

Tho  apaaiof  of  tba  Bnaa  Qumu  tor- 
minatod  ita  tmpwriaaak  a  atapplat- 
atono  forvnH  tbd  eomreorea  and  traAc 
on  tbo  road  to  MandaUy.  and  M  la 
now  violted  by  perhape  tO  Or  if  ablpa 
.1  year,  where  <  nce  It  numbered  Its 
yearly  commerce  In  hundreds.  It  la 
Htlll  an  Important  cahlc  atatlon  and 
Its  natural  poaitlon  and  formation 
make  It  a  second  Gibraltar  or  Heligo- 
land to  thqee  who  apeak  in  terma  of 
Imporlal  daConce. 

Boventoon  hundred  mlloe  from

Tba  Fronoh  cuatodlan  of  tho 
eacnto,  M^OoUa.  bad  abooon  that  tr«« 
aa  an  emolem  of  tbe  manner  In  wbloM 
the  good  for^una  of  f.-ttc  haa  rounltkd 
Napoleon's  nation  and  Crcat  Britain. 

This  place,  where  for  'i\  yeara  the 
dead  Emperor  lay,  haa  a  majeaty  and 
a  lonellneoa  bedttlng  the  tlrat  reatlng- 
place  of  eo  mighty  and  turbulent  a 
Ogure.  It  la  a  natural  receoa.  balng 
tba  bead  of  a  lane  graoa. valley  look- 
int.  like  all  tba  oOiar  valleya  ft  St. 
Halaaa,  atralgbt  dawn  upon  tbo  fcbln- 
morlng  blaa  watan  of  tbo  South  At- 
lantic. On  threo  alddo  tbo  Uttle  dell 
la  abut  In  by  oteep  gmooy  hlluildes. 
aflame  with  golden  goTao.  Jn  one 
corner  flows  a  spring  of  elonr  water, 

to  which  Maa<^aaik  agad  to 

to  drink.  - 

Baaaaaa  thM  mmku  fold  aaMa*  tha 
hllla  waa  bla  fUirarMa  raatlna  plaoa, 
ho  aHpM  it  In  hia  will  for  hia  tomb, 
although  with  the  hope  that  bla  body 
would  some  day  rest  among  hia  own 
beloved  French  people,  ga  It  does  now 
in  the  Invalldes  bealde  the  Kelne. 

The  empty  grave  at  St-  Helena  ^s 
marked  ^y  a  while  alab  within  an 
Iron  ralllitg.  It  Una  beneath  a  colon- 
nade of  solemn  eyproaaes  and  flrs. 
Hither  tbe  Prlnoo  and  his  staff  rode 
on  horaeback,  aoeaaipaalod  by  local 
edOMilala  la  two  oaihrlngea.  Tha  boraaa 
and  pbaetoM  waiting  auUdly  banoatb 
the  treaoi  oompleted  a  .picture  of 
pleasant  old  world  peamfulneaa — a 
scene  that  the  presance  of  emoklng 
motor  ca.rn.  which  flt-  'Uolena  for- 
tunately still  laoka.  would  Hava  com- 
pletely spoiled.  % 

After  the  ceremonies  at  the  Tomb, 
we  rode  over  the  same  road  which 
Napoleon  trod  dally,  again  to  I^ng- 
wood.  lAtar  in  the  day  wa  laopooiad 
one  of  the  flax  mlila  rooantly  otoirted 
on  the  laUnd.  Th*  flax  Indnatry  l« 
simple  onougb,  but  It  la  one  tbnt  haa 
aaved  St.  Hetena'a  faat-docaylag  for- 
tunes from  collapae. 

It  was  with  a  real  regrel  at  loating 
the  peacefulnea«  of  this  contented 
isolation  of  Kt  Helen*  from  a  troubled 
world  that  lies  far  out  of  sight  and 
out  of  mind.  thatNhe  Prince  again 
boarded  tho  Aopulae  fof  Sla  laarney 
to  Uragua];.    '
